After  my  galvanic  pile  had  amused  tlie  king 
and  his  courtiers  for  an  hour,  wc  were  (li.-.mis.seJ., 
with  an  or.'ler  to  look  out  :i  place  w'e  liked,  and 
lie  would  build  a  house  for  us.  An  order  '.vas  al¬ 
so  given  to  look  up  all  the  diseased  people,  and 
have  my  deci;.ion  upon  them. 

The  king' is  a  man  of  snuiU  stature,  very  s*raiglit 
— stei*  w  1th  a  na-tural  air  of  siiperloriiy,  but  h.'is 
not  the  least  ajipearance  of  it  in  eonversiition. 
On  the  contrary,  he  is  alwav  ■  plciusaiit  :ind  good 
humoured;  so  far  as  I  hav*-  %•.  t  si  eti  him.  He 
wears  a  red  finely  striped  silk  cloth  from  his  wai.st 
t(j  his  kni-es,  and  a  blue  and  wiiitc  handkerchief 
on  his  head.  Hi'  has  apparently  the  good  of  his 
people,  as  well  as  the  glory  of  his  kingdom,  at 
heart ;  and  is  eneonragingforeign  nu  rchants,  and 
cspi'ciiilly  artisans,  to  settle  in  his  capital.  A 
watch  milker,  at  this  moment  ecild  obtain  any  fa¬ 
vour  he  should  please  to  ;isk.

The  greatest  number 
of  V ictims  under  any  adminisf ration,  was  in  tlnit 
of 'Forqui  niado,  tlu*  lint  hi'iuisitor  tieniral,  wlio 
presidl'd  from  FI52  to  Fl.*'*,  along  andbloodv' 
reign  of  -17  }ears,  d-urieg  which  8, KUO  victims 
were  burnt,  6.100  died  oi-  escaped  by  flight,  and 
90,094  suff.  n  il  arious  ether  punistinieiits ;  be¬ 
ing  in  the  w  liole  103,294  or  2,240  per  annum!

Tnc  present  Copts,  Di*.  Richardson  la  decided- 
j  1}  of  opinion,  .-ire  .a  mi.x-d  race,  bearing  in  their 
I  physiognomy  tlie  marks  of  an  alliance  lo  the  gr^at 
:  Ciic.ivsian  family,  and  obviously  distinguished 
j  friim  the  children  of  Mirraim,  tfie  a'Dbriginal 
Egvp  tians. 

Pi.crto  tie  P'-rsi.an  d'nquest,  E'lrvpt  possess¬ 
ed  a  ponulatiran  of  7,000,090 ;  .all  of  them,  it  i.s 
presumed,  Egyptians.  That  three  and  twenty 
hundred  \  cai*s  ot  hondap*e  and  persecution  should 
li.ave  reduced  them  to  their  present  number,  Is 
not  so  surprising  as  that  tiiey  should,  notvfcith- 
stunding  all  their  ch.anges  of  masters,  have  re¬ 
mained  a  ilistinct  people.  Latterly,  the  Chris¬ 
tian  religion,  the  strongest  c*cmentof  society,  lias 
knit  thpm^  together  in  line  bond  of  union,  and 
placed^ .an  insurmountsKjlc  barrier  between  them 
and  tlieir  present  miLsters.  The  same  distinction 
obtained,  in  a  certain  degree,  between  tliem  and 
their  Persian  conquerors.  But  this  w. as  not  the 
case  under  tlie  Et'ecks,  w  ho  were  themselves  a  co* 
lony  from  Egypt.  The  Ptolemies  repaired  their 
temples,  presented  tliflr  offerings  on  the  same 
altars  and  worshipped  the  same  deities  with  them. 
File  Egyptians  adopted  their  alphabet,  and  pro¬ 
bably  much  of  their  language  :  their  own  is  now 
completely'  lost.  They'  never  appear  to  have 
amalgamated  so  Well  with  tlie  Homans,  under 
whose  government  they  imade  several  efforts  to 
recover  their  iiulepeudeiicc.  After  their  conver¬ 
sion  to  Christianity',  tliey  appear  to  have  formed 
on*  .sect  with  the  (ireeks  anil  Romans;  and  the 
n.Ltioiial  distinction  must  have  been  then  gieat- 
ly  sunk ,  and  the  preiietit  Copts  are  proba- 
!dv  a  mixture  of  the  ancient  Egyptians  with 
those  inliiiihtaiits  of  'the  country  who  embrac¬ 
ed  that  idligii'n  at  the  same  time  with  them- 
selv'.-,  ”

A  writer  in  the  Jewish  Expoutor,  w  Ho  seems 
to  have  ih'voted  much  attention  to  Jewish  sub¬ 
jects,  promises  under  the  title  of  “Hor.-e  .Tu'Jica;,” 
to  give  the  jmbiic  the  results  of  his  rctiding,  in  a 
variety  of  ilfjtachcil  f;ict?,  anecdotes,  icHectioiiS 
and  inquiriers. 

'File  earli'est  account  he  has  met  with  of  preach¬ 
ing  to  the  J»ivvs,  i.*;  contained  in  a  precept  of  Ed¬ 
ward  t!ic  First  in  tlu*  year  F281,  dirc'jting  the  she- 
r'fls  and  baiiiil's,  uniltr  w  hose  care  the  Jews  wero 
placed,  lo  cause  them  to  altciifl  the  preaching  of 
tlie  Dominican  friars.  SomF  otlur  liints  of  similar 
proceedings  appear  in  the  eatiy  hi.st»)ry  of  Eng. 
land.  No  account  remains  of  the  manner  or  re¬ 
sults  of  this  service.  Frcbably  il  did  m'jre  liana 
than  good. 

liregorv  Nlll.  who  became  Pope  in  1372,  issu¬ 
ed  an  order  enjoining  the  Jewisli  cominunitv  at 
Rome  to  simuI  boO  in-jii  and  50  women,  every  Sa¬ 
turday  evening  during  Lent,  to  hem*  sermons  on 
the  evidence  of  Christianity.  These  sennoiis 
were  preached  by  one  of  tlieir  own  Ihibtiis  who 
had  been  a  convert,  “a  great  while.” — At  tliis 
tone  the  Jews  dwelt  by  themselves  in  Rome,  “be¬ 
ing  locked  in  their  st  'cels  by  gates  on  cltlu.T 
side,”  the  Romans  every  night  keeping  the  keys. 
'*  hen  a  C'ase  of  conversion  occurred,  it  wissig- 
nifi'.-d  by*  thtoxfing  away  the  yellow  cap  or  liat 
which  the  Jews  always  wort*  by  w-iy*  of  distinc¬ 
tion,  and  taking  a  black  cap  or  hat  instead  of  it, 
-Moreover,  when  any  one  become  a  convert;  “;di 
his  riclies  he  must  then  forsake,”  and  grive  them 
over  to  the  use  of  tlie  Bope.  Conversions  were 
rare.  Evelyn,  who  wx-is  at  Rome  in  1645,  and  at¬ 
tended  the  service,  saystli-.it  the  Jews  were  con'- 
strained  to  set  out  the  hour,  but  it  was  with 
so  much  n.alicc,  humming,  coug-hing,  and  mo¬ 
tion  that  it  was  hardly  possible  to  he'ar  the 
jireaclu  r 

Skippon  was  at  Rome  20  years  afl'T  Evelyn, 
and  .says  tha*  not  only  a  fixed  number,  but  one 
out  i-f  each  f  nnily'  w  as  obliged  to  attend  this  ser¬ 
vice.  If  .1:1}  were  absent  whose  .attendance  was 
i-\pecte('.,  they  were  punished  with  pecuniary 
mulct. 

This  ir  a  fair  specimen  of  w  hat  was  done  for 
till-  eouMr.-'ion  of  the  Jews  by  the  preaching 
i-f  till*  <  Hispel  during  many  centuries.  Js  it  any
